second thought. This fact of life sunk in for me quite indelibly during the past year 
of my letter-writing campaign trying to persuade Governor Florio to appoint an 
African-American woman to fill the next commission vacancy on the New Jersey 
Highway Authority. 

With one or two exceptions, the dozens of whites whom I asked to write 
supportive letters to the Governor either didn’t respond to my several written 
Tequests, or worse still, looked at me as if I had taken leave of my senses when I 
asked them directly. It was the same look of baffled amazement that I experienced 
in 1988 when I se Jackson 
for president, or more recently, when I sought their support for Toe Cisie i 
mayor last November. 

This troubling phenomenon of my white fair-weather friends came to mind 
very recently in the wake of President Clinton’s announcement that he had 
withdrawn the nomination of his long time friend, Lani Guinier, as assistant 
attorney general for civil rights. Inasmuch as I counted Ms. Guinier’s late father 
among my personal friends, I felt particularly offended by Clinton’s seeming 
callousness. 

In early 1992, I took a fancy to candidate Bill Clinton. He became the first 
presidential candidate to whom I have sent a modest contribution since Senator 
Edward Kennedy in 1980. My partisanship developed partly out of my natural 
leaning toward the side of the underdog, but mostly out of what I considered my 
direct link to the Arkansas Governor through several of his high-profile African- 
American supporters whose lives had intersected many years ago with mine. 

In my first job after college, beginning in 1956, I worked for eight years, 
initially as a college counselor, and ultimately executive vice president, with the 
National Scholarship Service and Fund for Negro Students. Throughout the 
decades of the fifties, sixties and seventies, this New York City- -based educational 
service identified talented but deprived 
African-American high school seniors throughout the United States and sought to 
place them in the best undergraduate colleges able to meet their substantial need 
for financial aid. 

Five of the bright black scholars whom we helped during this period became 
nationally known attomeys Ron Brown poa yton Jordan, educator Leonard 
Jeffries, federal judge Amalya K Eleanor Holmes 
Norton. On my first trip to colleges EN in April 1956, Imet Jordan who 
was then a junior at DePauw University in Greencastle, Indiana. Perhaps the best 
indication of the path Vernon’s life would take was the fact that he was then 
organizing a boycott against white barbers in Greencastle because they refused to 
cut black students’ hair; the boycott proved successful. 

By 1992 I had followed their respective careers closely; and since Brown,

Pyramid 
Schemes: 


Too good to be true 


by Emma Byrne 


It promises investors fast, easy 
money. In reality, it’s a get-rich- 
quick scheme guaranteed to collapse. 
It’s a pyramid scheme. And it’s 
against the law. 

In reality, the only guarantee is 
that someone will lose big. 

Over the past few months, Con- 
sumer Affairs has been investigating 
a four-level pyramid scheme that’s 
been popping up across the state. In 
fact, our Bureau of Securities re- 
cently issued a cease and desist order 
to two leaders in the Network pyra- 
mid scheme, and other participants 
have been arrested by local authori- 
ties. 

Here’s how this pyramid works: 
Level one, the chairman, has one 
box; level two, president, has two 
boxes; level three, executive vice 
president, has four boxes; and level 
four, vice president, has eight boxes. 

A participant enters the network 
atlevel 4, paying $1,500 to the chair- 
man, After eight participants have 
joined the chart, the chairman is 
removed, the chart splits into two 
charts, and the ‘présidénts éach be- 
come chairmen of their own pyra- 
mids. 

This process continues until the 
new entrant eventually moves up to 
the chairman position and receives 
$1,500 from the eight bottom-rung 
participants. But the organizers fail 
to disclose that in order for each new 
entrant to reach the pay-out point, 
the pyramid must go on forever. 

In fact, as the Network grows 
geometrically, it will quickly reacha 
point where it will require invest- 
ments from every man, woman and 
child in the U.S. to keep from crash- 
ing! Pyramids violate state securities 
and consumer protection laws. 

Pyramid schemes, also called 
Ponzi schemes, come in many guises. 
Forexample, one such operation that 
the Bureau of Securities shut down 
was a chain letter that promised in- 
vestors profits of up to $125,000 ona 
$200 investment. Another involved 
purchase agreements on gold coins. 

Being involved in a pyramid 
scheme is like playing musical chairs 
with your money. When the music 
stops, someone is left out, and it 
could be you. So be a smart con- 
sumer. If an offer sounds too good to 
be true, it probably is. For more in- 
formation, or to file a complaint 
against a pyramid scheme, contact 
the New Jersey Bureau of Securities 
at 201-504-3600. 

Consumer Alert: Phony sweep- 
stakes offers continue to pick the 
pockets of New Jersey senior citi- 
zens. If a friend or family member is 
receiving a large volume of third and 
fourth class mail, it could be a sign 
that he or she is spending significant 
amounts of money on these offers. 
We've had at least three cases where 
seniors have lost $20,000 to $40,000 
on phony promotions, contests, and 
lotteries.

NEW YORK-Until the team 
moved to City beside the Bay, San 
Francisco, the Giants played in New 
York’s Polo Grounds. And until 
Jackie Robinson broke baseball’s 
unwritten color barrier for Ameri- 
can blacks in 1947, the all-white 
Giants played in the midst of a 
black section of the Bronx. 

That’s not to say only whites 
played in the Polo Grounds. Far 
from it. 

The Polo Grounds was one of 
the many launching pads for the 
monstrous home runs hit by Josh 
Gibson, the “Black Babe Ruth.” 

There was a time when the 
National Negro Baseball League 
had franchises in Kansas City (the 
Monarchs), Indianapolis (the 
ABC’s), and in Chicago, Detroit 
and St. Louis (all called the Gi- 
ants), plus the New York American 
Giants and a team without a home 
base called the Cuban All-Stars. 

Later, there were the Newark 
Eagles, the Pittsburgh Crawfords, 
the Homestead Grays, the St. Louis 
Stars, the Indianapolis Clowns, the 
Birmingham Black Barons and the 
Lincoln Giants. 

Then there were the Brooklyn 
Royal Giants, the Detroit Senators, 
the Darby Daisies, the Philadelphia 
Stars, the Hilldale Daisies, the New 
York Cubans. the Baltimore Elite 
Giants, the New York Black Yankees 
andthe Washington Grays,andmany

more too numerous to list here. 

Robinson’ s signing by the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers spelled the end of the 
Negro Leagues. But, happily they are 
no longer forgotten. 

The jerseys of the Black Barons,. 
the Monarchs, the Crawfords and 
other Negro league teams are once 
again being seen on baseball dia- 
monds. In Atlanta, New York and 
Kansas City, the uniforms and names 
of the old black teams are being 
resurrected by youth leagues. 

“Every time I see a boy wearing 
one of those uniforms, it brings back 
memories,” said James “Red” Moore, 
who played for the Atlanta Black 
Crackers and the Baltimore Elite 
Giants in the 1930s and *40s. 

Since switching to Negro League 
uniforms, the Cascade Youth Or- 
ganization league in Atlanta has 
doubled in size. 

“A lotofpeople didn’tknow alot 
about the Negro Leagues,” said 12- 
year-old Craig Brockington, a pitcher 
for the Black Barons. “It helped us 
learn about people like Josh Gibson. 
He hit more than 800 home runs - 
more than anybody.” 

Last year, the Cascade league 
had 300 players. This year, after 
renaming their teams after clubs in 
the old Negro Leagues, the Cascade 
league has more than 600 players 
between the ages of 4 and 18. And not 
all of the players, nor all of the 
coaches, are black. 

“Everybody knows about those 
other (major league) teams,” 
Brockington said. But most people 


don’ tknow or didn’tremember that 
Willie Mays was an outfielder for 
the Birmingham Black Barons be- 
fore beginning his Hall of Fame 
career with the New York Giants 

Otis Sistrunk III, a real estate 
professor at Morehouse University , | 
owner of a commercial real estate | 
firm and president of the Cascade 
Youth Organization, said it wasn’t 
easy to persuade parents and play- 
ers to change to Negro League uni- 
forms. 

“At first, there was resistance,” 
Sistrunk said. “But once they 
learned more about the Negro 
Leagues they got excited about it. It 
has brought families closer together 
and the parents got more interested.” 

Sistrunk said the idea tochange 
to Negro League uniforms was the’ 
brainstorm of Chico Renfroe, a 
former Negro League player living 


in Atlanta. Renfroe was the manif 


who replaced Jackie Robinson at 
second base for the Monarchs when 
Robinson signed with a Brooklyn’ 
farm club in 1946. 

Renfroe died before seeing his’
